world's richest roan. In time his dollars will be eclipsed by 
his organizing genius and his wisdom in spending millions 
for medical research and education. 
The golden idol is being torn down. In its place is the 


idol of accomplishment, which is just another name for sen-- 
ice to humanity. 


The public is getting wise in still another direction. 


There's an increasing comprehension that some of the great- 
est successes are men who never accumulate a fortune or 
do anything big enough to get them into the limelight. 


Take a man handicapped by paralysis or blindness, yet 


who struggles doggedly and supports himself and family 
comfortably.
